Landfill Movie Exhibits to Small 'House' 
Council Sees 
Dumping Sites 
Become Parks 
Virtues of Garbage 
Portrayed in Color; 
Spectators Apathetic 
The movie on landfill gar- 


bage disposal methods played 
to a very small house last 
night at the meeting of the 
Dixon city council and none 
who had previously objected 
to the city instituting a land- 
fill dump on property recent- 
ly purchased in South Dixon 
township appeared to see the 
film. 


A handful of persons saw two 


color 'films, 
one of them with 


sound, portraying landfill methods 
as practiced 
in o t h e r cities 


throughout the nation. 


The films were shown by C. F. 


Schroeder, representative of the 
Drott 
Manufacturing 
company, 


M i l w a u k e e , manufacturers of 
landfill equipment, and M. L. Milli- 
gan, representative of the R. C. 
Larkin company, Rockford, equip- 
ment distributors. 


Public Health Film 


One film was prepared by the 


United States Public Health Serv- 
ice and showed landfill operations 
at Columbus, Ga. This landfill pro- 
ject has since been converted into 
a municipal airport. 


The other moving picture illus- 


trated operations at Burlington, 
N. C., and showed a municipal 
park at Jackson, Miss., whose ori- 
gin was a landfill disposal. 


Illustrating the difference be- 


tween the landfill method of dis- 
posal and a common dump, the 
films sowed how all garbage and 
other rubbish is covered at'th<rend 
of each day's operation. Rodents, 
flys and mosquitoes were thus 
•cept from breeding because they 
could not gel at the putrifying 
materials.

llness In the south of France which has taken four lives, driven people 
mad and forced some to attempt suicide. Three other towns reported 
epidemics of ordinary food poisoning. 


Strange talcs of '(bread that 


makes men mad" came from the 
iny Rhone river port of Pont St. 
Esprit, where four persons have 
died 
since 
the 
weird 
malady 


struck Aug. 17. 


At least 200 persons have called 


'or urgent medical care and some 
said their brains were wracked by 
hallucinations of being surrounded 
by flames or monsters. 


Physicians found that all those 


•itrioken had eaten bread from Ihc 
same bakeries. The use of flour 


from a number of mills supplying 
the town has been banned. 


One theory is that the flour was 


poisoned with ergot, a cereal para 
site which 
flounshcs in 
rainy 


years. Officials thought the illness 
might be a recurrence of "pervent 
fever" known during the middle 
ages to have been caused by ergot 
and to have driven men mad. 


They've given some of the bread 


to mice and the mice have become 
paralyzed.

Don't Get Wrong Idea About 
Kremlin's Definition of War 


In America, speculation is constant on the issue whether 


we shall eventually have war with Russia. But in the Soviet 
Union there is no need for such guesswork. Russian com- 
munism considers itself in a state of war with Western capi- 
talism now. 
. 
As a matter of fact, in the Red view, that warfare has 


been going on for a long time. But its more acute phase may 
be said to have begun with the launching of the Cold War 
in 1947, when the Kremlin declined to take part in the Mar- 
shall Plan. 
• 
• • 


Obviously, we are speaking here of two different defini- 


tions of war. America clings to the traditional meaning— 
the open clash of armed forces. To the Russians, war is any- 
thing that weakens or harms or destroys the enemy. And the 
destruction need not be physical. Indeed, the Soviet leaders 
prefer it not to be. 


So, in the Kremlin's understanding, war is: sabotaging 


the United Nations through endless obstructive tactics; pro- 
moting permanent international political chaos by blocking 
peace treaties for Austria, Germany and, if possible, Japan; 
using the device of the conference table to seek political ends 
that seem most easily attainable that way. 
•

* 


Undermining shaky middle-of-the-road governments by 


iubversion; encouraging poverty and social turmoil on which 
communism feeds; bombarding the world with phony talk of 
'.peace, atomic energy gontrol,cdtearmament; depicting the 


:enemy as an aggressor, as ah oppressor of the people, a devil 
masquerading- as a saint. 


In Moscow's terms, actual use of force is but one element 


in a war that can be fought on any one or more of the many 
fronts here suggested. But the important thing to remem- 
ber is that in the Communist mind, all these fronts merge 
into one. The shooting might stop in Korea, but the struggle 
would go on undiminished. The combat would simply be 
switched to another area. 


We may not like the Russian definition of war. But if 


we seriously propose to stand off communism successfully, 
we had better understand that meaning and accept it. Be- 
cause that is the kind of war we're in, and our denying it 
won't change the fact. 
..'

• 


'To cling to outmoded concepts of war as only armed 


struggle is to oversimplify our current dilemma, and under- 
estimate the Soviet enemy. He is relentless, probing always 
for weakness of whatever kind. As the thoughtful Commit- 
tee for Economic Development recently put it, "the provoca- 
tion which the Soviet rulers will always recognize is the prov- 
ocation of opportunity." ' 


In a brilliant analysis of the foreign aid problem, the 


CED acknowledges the true nature of Soviet warfare, and 
declares that its flexibility requires the West to organize a 
"comprehensive and balanced security^program which leaves 
no breach wide enough to invite a Soviet trust." In other 
words, we must be prepared to meet the Russian challenge 
in every field every day for as long as the Kremlin has the 
power to try imposing its will upon the free world. 


Anything less than this will not win the war for free men. 


The mere absence of violence is no evidence of peace in this 
age. Those who anxiously await a cease-fire in Korea as a 
signal to relax our vigilance may mark that fact well. A 
relaxed West is a West one step closer to conquest by Russia. 
Our guard is up; we must keep it there.

Westbrook Bares Record of Gun Slinging Union Leader 


in Nevada

NEW YORK, Aug. 29—Ralph Howard Alsup, a gunman with an 


impressive criminal record in Texas and Nevada, recently was re- 
tained as vice-president of the Nevada State Federation of Labor 
notwithstanding an "investigation" of his conduct by Charles Hughes, 
a personal representative of William Green, the 
president of the A. F. of L. Shortly before the 
convention of the State Federation, for the fourth 
time in a long criminal career, Alsup was arrested 
on a gun charge following an automobile acci- 
dent in which his car skidded 245 feet in the face 
of oncoming traffic and landed upside down in a 
pit, 115 feet from the road. 


A .38 revolver was founa in the car. One wit- 


ness said it was taken from Alsup's pocket M he 
lay unconscious. His companion in the wreck, 
Richard Hardy, a member of the Las Vegas 
Plumbers' Union, of which Alsup is financial secre- 
tary and business agent, said the gun belonged to him. 


Hardy was unable to produce evidence that he had registered 


the gun with the county authorities. He wag charged with a misde- 
meanor. Alsup was, charged with driving while -drunk and posses- 
sion of an unregistered pistol after being convicted of a felony. 


.This felony was the wanton shooting of Ray Folsom, a member 


of the Painters' union, in the Las Vegas union headquarters when 
the victim presented himself to the Painters' business agent to make 
a meek appeal for a square deal for a fellow painter- 


The fellow painter had been 


thrown off a job which was a fed- 
eral government project. The vic- 
tim of the shooting claimed that 
the union painter was then super- 
seded by a non-union man. Al- 
sup slugged Folsom on the head 
with a gun-butt, and shot him in 
the aJde. Far from helping the 
rank-and-fller, an official of th« 
victim's own union helped Alsup 
to escape. 


This shooting happened on Dec. 


3, 1949. 
Alsup has appealed to 


the state Supreme court. Not- 
withstanding his conviction on an 
absurdly petty charge of assault 
with intent to do great bodily 
harm, he was re-elected president 
of the Central Labor Council of 
Clark County which includes Las 
Vega*, on Aug. 24, 1950. In the 
same month he was "unanimously 
elected" secretary of this power- 
ful council.

shooting of Folsom was ft 


felony and the Nevada law for- 
bids the issuance of a gun per- 
mit to a convicted felon. 


Folsom was hounded out of 


town and later was hounded out 
of Alaska by the union racket, 
which is all-powerful there. He 
returned to his home in Oklahoma 
and it was difficult to persuade 
him to return to Las Vegas to 
testify against Alsup. 


Alsup's criminal career began 


in Texas when he helped two pris- 
oners to escape from a reforma- 
tory, His next exploit was the 
stick-up of a little east Texas 
town. About midnight April 20, 
1932, 
he and two other gunmen 


got the drop on the town mar- 
shal and the mayor of Celina, and 
locked them in a boxcar. Then 
they encountered two citizens and 
put them in the boxcar, too. Then 
they robbed a store- 
Alsup's 


technique of slugging his victims 
on the head with a gun-butt was 
practiced on the marshal in that 
venture and the marshal was 
ver*ly lnjur#d.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Aussie Bridge Bids Need Smart Head* 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 
Written for NBA Sen-Ice 


Australian bridge players take 


part each year in a tournament 
that 
consists of pre-arranged 


hands. This year the Australian 
Bridge Council is planning to let 
American and European players 
enter thejr tournament. 


The general idea of the contest 


may be seen from the hand shown 
today. North and South get a 
certain amount of credit for bid.* 
ding three no-trump on their 
cards. The normal bidding is 
shown with the hand, but any 
style of bidding will earn the 
credit as long as the final con- 
tract is three no-trump, played 
by either North or South. 


Once'the bidding has ended, the 


players are instructed to forget 
about the actual bidding. South 
is to play the hand at three no- 
trump, and West is directed to 
lead the nine of hearts. This sort 
of instruction is necessary to pre- 
vent somebody from playing the 
hand at two diamonds or some 
equally weird contract. 


Once the opening lead has been 


made, everybody is on his own. 
It's up to. South to try to make his 
contract; and it's up to the defend- 
ers to try to beat him. 


The defenders earn their credit 


in this hand by defeating the con- 
tract. East wing the first trick 
with the ace of hearts and natural- 
ly recognizes the opening lead as 
the "top of nothing1." There is 
abviously no nourishment in the 
heart suit, and there is the great- 
est danger in Dummy's long clubs. 
If East does not find four de- 
fensive tricks at that very moment 
he will never get them. 


Where can East find four defen- 


sive tricks in a hurry? Hearts, as 
we have seen, are hopeless. Clubs 
are the main threat of declarer. 
East must • therefore choose be- 
tween spades and diamonds. 


Diamonds are out of the ques- 


tion, since South must have at 
least the king of the suit and 
therefore must have the suit stop- 
ped. 
(If West had the ace and 


king of diamonds, presumably he 
would have led the suit.) 


Having decided to attack the 


spades, East must still lead the 
right card. If he leads 'a low 
spade, South will play low also. 
West will win with his jack, but 
then a spade continuation from 
the West direction will not bother 
South. East must lead the queen 
of spades to earn full credit This 
gives West four spade tricks no 
matter what declarer does; and 
these tricks set the contract.

Blanch Corn For Freezing 


When it's corn on the cob eat- 


ng-time the corn is at the right 
tage for freezing, so here's a sug- 
eation for those- who plan to 
reeze corn this season. 


Freezing corn without the cob 


is more satisfactory than freezing 
cob and all. Tests at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois foods research lab- 
ratory indicate that the flavor is 
better; and you won't have the 


cooking problem caused by thawed 
corn and a frozen cob. 


Blanching the coin before freez- Bureau Office. 


ing is a necessary step. The 'cods 
research specialists tested freezing 
procedures with and without blan- 
ching. They report that unblan- 
ched coin developed off-flavors. 


Recommended 
blanching time 


for eight medium ears of corn is 
eight minutes in four quarts of 
boiling water. If you have a large 
kettle, increase the amount Of corn 
and water proportionately and 
blanch for the same time. Cool in 
cold, running or ice water. 


Cut the corn from the cobs, be- 


ing careful not to cut too deep. 
Pack in moisture-vapor-proof con- 
tainers and freeze immediately. 


Broiling Tips 


"It's easy to bioil" .states the 


new University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture bulletin of that 
same name. 


Foods and nutation specialist 


Frances Cook has included in this 
bulletin complete directions for 
bi oiling with recipes and suggest- 
ions for many combinations. 


"Few people realize how de- 


lightfully simple it is to broil 
foods, and how quickly even an 
entire meal can be prepared in this 
way," 
says Miss Cook. 


The broiling temperature'you 


use depends on the effect you want 
to get—whether you want the 
food evenly cooked throughout or 
well browned outside and rare 
inside. 


The temperature is largely con- 


trolled by the distance the food is 
placed from the heat—the farther 
'rom the heat, the lower the tem- 
jerature and the longer the time 
needed for cooking. If you cannot 
place the food far enough away 
,o get the right temperature, set 


the control lower than the usual 
500 to 600 F.

at the wringer of your washing 
machine and at the clothes line. 


Prevent stubborn wrinkles that 


take lots of extia 
time and 


strength to iron out, by folding 
each article smoothly and evenly 
as you feed it into the wringer. 
Clothes that go through a' wringer 
in a lump come out with extia, 
needless wrinkles that are quite 
firmly put in. Such wrinkles are 
often difficult to remove. 


Be careful in hanging clothes. 


Clothes hanging stiaight 
often 


need little or ' even no ironing. 
Hang straight articles over the 
line rather than by the corners. 
Sheets may be double. 


Dresses and men's shirts are 


often best on wooden hangers. Be 
sure to fasten hangers to the line. 
Wire stretchers for trousers save 
lots of ironhig by holding garment 
in shape to dry. 


Summer 
nylon clothes 
often 


need only a touch of the iron at 
hems, seams and collars—if you 
hang them straight to dry. Best 
treatment for rayons, silks, and 
rayon-nylon mixtures is to 
roll 


them in a turkish towel until ex- 
cess moistuie is absotbcd. Then 
hang on wooden 
or rust-pi oof 


hangers until Just right for iion- 
ing. 


Never hang fragile fabrics- 


rayons and silks in hot sun or 
winter.
